Legislative
Council Staff and JBC Staff agree that the committee amendments will not change General Fund
revenue and the TABOR refund in FY 2023-24 but will reduce General Fund revenue and the
TABOR refund liability by an additional $23.2 million in FY 2024-25.

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Points to Consider

TABOR/ Excess State Revenues Impact

The March 2023 Office of State Planning and Budgeting (OSPB) revenue forecast projects a
TABOR surplus liability of $720.9 million for FY 2023-24 and $1.2 billion for FY 2024-25. These
sums must be refunded to taxpayers out of the General Fund. This amended bill is estimated to
decrease General Fund revenues by $74.8 million in FY 2023-24 and by $97.6 million in FY
2024-25, which will result in a decrease in the TABOR surplus liability of equal amounts.

Future Fiscal Impact:

Although this amended bill would not require a General Fund appropriation for FY 2023-24, it is
projected to require General Fund appropriations of $76,168 in FY 2024-25.
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
